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The Mistakes of “New Thought.”

I am requested by the editor of 
HuMAN NATURE to write my views 
upon the subject which heads this 
article, and probably recognizing my 
proclivities, he further requests that 
my words be ‘‘not too severe and 
cutting,’’ in order as I suppose, that 
the winds may be tempered to the 
shorn lamb. 

Bearing in remembrance this cau- 
tion, I ask the reader to notice how 
mild and soothing my words shall be, 
how gentle my pen shall deal with 
error and of what flimsey material 
we shall presently discover the thing 
called ‘New Thought’ is composed. 

The first mistake that confronts us 
upon placing ‘New Thought” under 
our microscope is that the thing is a 
misnomer, that there is nothing new 
in the whole outfit, that its locks are 
hoary with age, and its habiliments 
are dank with the moss of centuries. 
Its birth is lost in antiquity, when 
the thunder clap was supposed to be 
the terrible voice of a wrathful god, 
the lightning bolt his vengefull eye 
flashing across the sky, because of 
man’s disobedience, and the earth- 
quake shock was visited upon men 
as a punishment for neglect to offer 
sacrifice (often a human sacrifice) to 
a mythical deity. ‘New Thought’ 
flourished when Adam and Eve 
(according to Genesis) were ban- 
ished from the garden for doing the 
very thing they were built to do and 
couldn’t help doing, and which their 
Creator knew they must (because of 
their construction) do when he com- 
manded them not to do it. 

To day it is the same old, old 
story revamped, that any man can do 
or refrain from doing just as he wills. 
“New Thought” is very, very old. 

The next mistake revealed by our 
microscope is the assertion that ‘‘All 
is Mind.” The meaning of this de- 
claration is unmistakable though the 
affirmation itself be a mistake. If 
“all is mind,’’ then, in that case, an 


idiot is all mind, and not the fool he 
has been represented to be. The 
advocates of ‘‘New Thought,’’ like 
theologians, are vague in defining 
the term '‘mind,” except to say that 
there is nothing in existence but 
mind. So it comes about that an 
oyster is mind, and the man who un- 
wisely eats the oyster is also mind. 
A donkey is mind and his driver is 
mind. A Kansas cyclone is mind, 
the gold standard is mind. Teddy 
the first is—well never mind, this 
may be lese majeste, which is some- 
thing to mind. The old-time meta- 
physicians held to this ‘‘all is mind” 
theory. Aristotle was afflicted that 
way, and Calvin and Knox and 
Watts; the latter in his famous work 
‘Watts on the Mind’ strove to peer 
through the ‘‘all is mind’ fog, but 
the more he theorized the deeper 
the fog. That generally astute rea- 
soner, Harriet Martineau, in a large 
volume attempted to prove that ‘‘all 
is mind,’’ and that our five senses 
deceive us when they lead us to be- 
lieve in matter or facts; or that we 
have any real existence, but her 
work, although ingenious, received 
scant recognition from scientists. 

The facts of modern science, ex- 
pounded by Tyndall, Huxley, Dar- 
win and Haeckel, have proved con- 
clusively that there is such a factor as 
matter to be reckoned with, and that 
without matter there would be no 
universe, no mind, no anything, not 
even a "New Thought” disciple. 
The visible universe is composed of 
matter, of which chemistry recog- 
nices sixty-four primates, and the 
wonderful spectroscope has revealed 
the existence of these elements of 
matter upon stars and planets in the 
immensity of space. Professor Lar- 
kin in his valuable work ‘Radiant 
Energy,” has by printed page and 
diagram, clearly shown the existence 
of matter, and of ‘‘energy” acting 
upon matter, on our earth and upon 
far off worlds. Haeckel has in the 
“Riddle of the Universe” clinched 
many a stubborn fact in proof of the 
existence of matter. 


Whatever there may be in or be- 
hind matter, be it life principle, soul, 
spirit, mind or force, nothing is more 
certain or more positively proved 
than that matter exists, and matter 
is not mind, nor anything but itself, 
therefore it is a mistake and a grave 
error to affirm that ‘‘all is mind.” 

Another mistake our microscope 
brings to view is the ‘‘New Thought’’ 
assumption that anyone, and every- 
one, can become, and can do what- 
ever he wills to become or do, irre- 
spective of bodily structure or envir- 
opment. He has only to will to be- 
come rich, or wise or moral, and the 
prize is within his grasp. 

Every living creature, including 
man, does and must act in accord- 
ance with its organization and envir- 
onment. 

A cow cannot fly, because she has 
no wings, nor mechanical ingenuity 
to construct a flying machine, but an 
eagle can soar skyward on buoyant 
pinions. A duck has web feet and 
can swim, but a hen makes better 
headway scratching the vegetable 
garden. An idiot cannot philoso- 
phise, because he lacks brains in the 
anterior part of his head. Forty-two 
different and distinct brain organs 
have been discovered and proved to 
exist in the human head. A man 
who has a small amount of the brain 
organ of constructiveness can never 
become a skillful mechanic no matter 
how strongly he wills to achieve such 
aresult, any more than a cow can 
fly without wings. A woman who 
possesses the brain organs of tune in 
a small degree can never achieve fame 
as a musician, her efforts in that 
direction will resemble an attempt of 
a hen to swim without web feet. A 
brain organ by exercise, like the 
muscle of the arm, may be cultivated 
and made stronger, but earth life is 
too short in which to make a Mozart 
out of a man who cannot whistle 
Yankee Doodle. Don't try. Even 
the will is subject to organization; 
some people are very weak in will 
power, and like a weather-vane turn 
with every wind of doctrine. I trust 
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Iam not ‘‘too severe and cutting” 
when I dub this whole free-will doc- 
trine as nonsense. Facts, science, 
and common sense declare it error. 


Peering closely into our micro- 
scope we discover a swarm of other 
“New Thought’ mistakes too slip- 
pery and silly to challenge serious 
attention and which, like barnacles, 
have become attached to the craft. 
One styled ‘‘Immortality in the 
Flesh’’ is so ridiculous that when the 
owls heard of it, they all laughed until 
the forest rang with their merriment. 
The stubborn fact which demolishes 
this mistake is that Haeckel and 
Larkin have scientifically proved that 
the earth itself ıs not immortal as a 
planet, and will presently become 
either too hot or toc cold for any life 
to exist upon its surface. John H. 
Noyes, the founder of the Oneida 
Community, advanced this ‘‘Immor- 
tality in the Flesh’ idea, before 
“New Thought’ was thought of, 
and he was gathered to his fathers 
long before he had reached the cen- 
tury mark, and such shall be the fate 
of every ‘‘New Thought” disciple,

Into something new and strange.” 

And also because that which has a 
beginning hasan ending. The bodies 
of ‘‘New Thought” disciples had a 
beginning and the ending awaits 
those bodies just so soon as the fric- 
tion of less than 120 years shall wear 
them out, or a steamboat explosion or 
an earthquake shall knock them into 
smithereens. Requiescat in pace. 

Our microscope keeps turning up 
the ‘‘New Thought” mistakes until 
we are forced to conclude the struc- 
ture is composed entirely of that ma- 
terial. The last, and if possible, the 
silliest of them all that I have space 
to mention, and perhaps the most 
mischievous, is the affirmation that 
it is immaterial what is eaten by man 
or woman, and that the body cannot 
suffer from having crammed into it 
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any sort of material, from lobster to 
swine flesh. The answer to this un- 
hygienic proposition is that the body 
of any organized creature is com- 
posed of the food consumed, and 
that nature has provided certain and 
different viands for each and every 
differently constructed animal, man 
included, and any departure from 
this regimen by man or beast, whether 
frugivora, herbivora, or carnivora, 
must be at the cost of sickness and 
early dissolution. ‘‘Eat what tastes 
good,’’ say these dietetic ‘‘New 
Thought’ disciples. Tobacco “tastes 
good” to the victim of nicotine, 
whiskey to the inebriate, and opium 
to the opium fiend. Witness the re- 
sult of partaking of these drugs. 
Man is a creature of habit and can 
accustom himself to liking very inju- 
rious articles of food, drink, and 
drug. So important a matter is the 
food and nutrition question, that the 
governments of Germany, France, 
England, and America expend annu- 
ally many thousands of dollars in 
assisting scientists to ascertain food 
values, so that soldiers and sailors 
may be provided with that kind of 
food which will best serve them in 
their campaigns, and also that citi- 
zens may learn to be cheaply and 
wholesomely fed; hence it seems to 
scientists an important matter, what 
we shall eat. 

The ‘no matter what you eat’’ 
idea, if put in practice by ‘‘New 
Thought” disciples, would very 
speedily make angels of the entire 
cult, the ‘immortality in the flesh” 
theory to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. Meantime it behooves people 
of common sense to study and prac- 
tice hygienic living, be careful what 
they eat, when they eat and how 
they eat, and they shall live to smile 
at the mistakes of “New Thought.”

One of my fellow students in Mrs.

‘The Osteopath treats the nervous 
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system through the bones, muscles 
and ligaments, he gets down to 
mother nature as opposed to the 
drugging system. Osteopathy would 
be the school I would commend you 
to next to Phrenology or the Law, 
and I name the vocations in the 
order of successful attainment. 

As an Assayer or Chemist you 
would succeed, and you would suc- 
ceed in any light occupation where 
Constructive skill is required, but 
with your light frame carpentry work 
is too heavy and taxes the physique 
too much—draws too much nervous 
and physical energy from the stomach 
and vital process, so that with your 
highly strung nature you are likely 
to wear out prematurely or from 
nervous exhaustion as a working 
carpenter.
